story telling that Mr. Samson was 
allegedly missing broke in th e 
Riverside Enterprise and Los An­ 
geles morning papers. When Los 
Angeles evening papers carried 
the story Friday night, and the 
local man still had not been lo­ 
cated, his many friends on the 
desert became really alarmed. 
Before going to press last Fri­ 
day afternoon, this newspaper 
checked with the Riverside coun 
ty sheriff’s office and with Chief 
of Police N. H. Harstad and was 
notified that no trace of Mr. Sam­ 
son had been found up to that 
time. 
It has now been learned that 
Mr. Samson went to Los Angeles 
on business. When he was about

PalmCanyon Rehabilitation 
Started by Indian Workmen 


In an effort to som ew hat restore the original beauty of Palm Can­ 
yon before the mob of tourists return next fall, workm en of the Agua 
C aliente band of Indians recently started rehabilitation work in the 
w orld-fam ous canyon, which w as sw ept by a disastrous fire April 21. 


At present the Indians are bus­ 
ily engaged in cutting out burned 
cottonwood trees, burned mes­ 
quite and other charred 
brush, 
and 
in 
conducting 
a 
general 
clean-up of the canyon. They are 
also watering the damaged trees 
with the Indian "pumper'’ fire 
truck to help bring them back as 
quickly as possible. 
It is reported that practically 
every one of the several hundred 
large and 
small 
Washingtonia 
palms damaged by the fire are 
coming out again, and the tops 
are green with 
foliage 
again. 
However, the trunks of these trees 
were all scorched black, and it 
will be necessary to brush off the 
charred trunks before the trees 
will be restored to their original 
grace and beauty. 
Cleaning Suggestions 
Millard Wright, iocal landscape 
gardener, estimates the damaged 
trees can be cleaned up and re­ 
stored to their original beauty for 
approximately five dollars p e r 
tree. He suggests three methods 
of removing the charred portions 
of the bark: brushing with power

RABIES WARNING 


ISSUED BY 


CHIEF OF POLICE 


Three cases of rabies have been 
reported in the county and one in 
Palm Springs the past week. 


Sym ptom s 


First sign of rabies in a dog is 
the change in tone of bark. A 
slight squeak accompanies t h e 
bark, and in a short time the 
squeak becomes more pronounc­ 
ed. Mad dogs with fits froth at 
the mouth. Ordinarily, however, 
rabid dogs do not froth at the 
mouth; they drool because the 
throat muscles become paralyzed 
rendering it impossible for them 
to swallow. Their eyes are also 
effected to the extent that they 
cannot focus correctly. They will 
try to fix their gaze on some ob­ 
ject, it appears as a blur to them, 
they do not know what it is and 
therefore they bite at anything 
that touches them or moves near 
them. They are very nervous, al­ 
most continually on the move. If 
they should happen to bump into 
something or should a branch of 
a bush touch them they will bite 
at it and go on their way. 
Persons who have been bitten 
by any animal should have the 
wound cauterized immediately. It 
is useless to use iodine or any 
other strong antiseptic. See your 
doctor immediately, and report 
the incident to the police as soon 
as possible. If you do not know 
the owner of the dog or where 
it can be located, be sure to get 
a good description of it and watch 
where it goes. The police will get 
the dog and impound it for a pe­ 
riod of ten days. Should the dog 
die from rabies, it would give 
the victim time to start the Pas­ 
teur treatment before symptoms 
appear. 
After symptoms appear 
in the person it is too late to start 
treatment. If the animal should 
run away and die 
the 
victim 
would not know if the animal 
died of rabies, and to be on the 
safe side the victim would have 
to take the Pasteur treatment. 
If it becomes necessary to kill 
an animal suspected of having 
rabies, do not shoot it in the head 
or damage the head in any form. 
If the head is damaged, it will be 
impossible to tell if the animal 
was afflicted with rabies. 
Don’t let your dogs or cats 
roam; and if they get in a fight 
with other animals, keep them at 
home and watch them carefully: 
and if you notice anything un­ 
usual in their behavior, have them 
examined at once.

REFERRED BACK TO CO. PLANNERS 


Riverside county's roadside zoning ordinance, proposed for the 
Palm Springs area, was pushed back into the arms of the county 
planning com m ission M onday by county supervisors after a lengthy 
public hearing. 
------------------------------------------------^ The Riverside County Grange 
and certain organized business in- 
J terests presented protests to the 
I ordinance, while a sizeable dele­ 
gation of Palm Springs and Ca­ 
thedral City residents urged that 
the proposal be adopted by the 
board. 
With only Supervisor Robert E. 
Dillon, in whose home 
district 
Palm Springs is situated, express­ 
ing a favorable attitude toward 
the ordinance, the board voted to 
refer the matter back to the com­ 
mittee for further study and prob­ 
able modification. 
The prime argument against the 
ordinance as expressed by its op­ 
ponents was that a precedent 
would be established which if 
expanded to include the rest of 
the county, would hinder agricul­ 
tural enterprises in the other dis­ 
tricts of the county. (Because the 
farmers would be restrained from 
renting space for ugly sign boards 
along the highways to billboard 
advertising companies.—Editor.) 
The proposed ordinance is la­ 
beled "the zoning ordinance of 
Riverside county,” and would be 
the foundation of further restric­ 
tive measures in the future, it 
was contended by the proposed 
law’s opponents.

A few of the faithful, close to the royal person­ 
alities, may know the reasoning th a t precipitated 
such surrender— the unrelenting pressure of both 
friends and enemies! the dark anxiety ovei the 
ultimate outcome for their people; the weight of 
personal responsibility for continuing or halting 
the surging wave of bloodshed. 
The multitudes, 
however, throughout the civilized world, consider 
the action, for w hatever reason, discreditable and 
unheroic. 
Of the latest kingly order to lay down arms, 
friends and acquaintances of Leopold in California 
state their opinions. 
Says William Randolph 
H earst: “Leopold, in the decision between sacri­ 
fice and dishonor, chose dishonor— very unlike his 
noble father in 1914.” Says Jerd F. Sullivan, of San 
Francisco, who saw service in the World W ar and 
knows the Belgian monarch intimately: “The bit­ 
te re st condemnation that can be made of Leopold, 
is th a t he is both headstrong and temperam ental. 
U nstrung at sight of slaughter of his people, he 
gave the order without thinking of the damning 
effect of surrender or its full cost to Belgium and 
its allies. 
Certainly not soldierly nor heroic, but 
perhaps more hum an than we know.” 
Leopold, Christian and Wilhelmina— heroic his­ 
tory will have no place for them, for history is hard; 
it h a s no place for extenuations. 
In a world th at 
has too little of understanding, too much of intol­ 
erance, it rem ains for each man, before too bitter 
excoriation, to consider how strong his own de­ 
term ination in battle would be, with the blood of 
his subjects, neighbors or friends drenching his 
feet. 


ARMISTICE ON STRIFE 
While proud old England abandoned their tra ­ 
ditional democracy in face of the evil efficiency of 
Nazi autocracy, and regimented business, labor and 
capital under war-time dictatorship, the President 
of the United States recently declared that this 
nation can rearm to impregnability and face the 
future undaunted without sacrificing a single 
American liberty— if all true Americans will it so. 
“ New forces are being unleashed,” he warned. 
“Deliberately planned propagandas to divide and 
w eaken us in the face of danger as other nations 
have been weakened before. These dividing forces 
are undiluted poison. 
Our moral and m ental de­ 
fenses must be raised as never before against those 
who would cast a smokescreen across our vision.” 
T h at call was for an armistice on strife am ong our­ 
selves — for 
revulsion 
against the “undiluted 
poison” of intolerance and distrust fostered among 
us by Nazi and Communist termites. 
T he sacrifice of the British citizen need not be 
repeated here. As free men, ruled not by men but 
by the Constitution and the laws, our forefathers 
and succeeding generations have built far more ef­ 
ficiently and greatly than any other nation in his­ 
tory. 
Democratic America has 45,000,000 savings 
depositors; 64,000,000 insurance policy holders; 
29,000,000 automobiles; 40,000,000 radios; 20,000,- 
iM)0 telephones; 6000 public libraries; 242,000 public 
school buildings and 1250 colleges; 14,000,000 home 
owners, 3,500,000 farm owners. 
Intolerance 
and strikes 
and 
lockouts and 
hatreds created none of those things. Cooperation 
under liberty created them. 
And cooperation un­ 
der American liberty can build an American de 
fense invincible against the world. 
Now, surely, 
is the time for all Americans— workers, investors, 
m anagers— to forget old scores and grievances, 
real 
or 
fancied, 
and 
to 
unite 
for America 
and against all poisons of discord which foreign 
agitators seek to inject into our national life. An 
arm istice on strife is the call of highest patriotism 
today— and the m ost potent weapon against any 
would-be invader of the land that owes its great­ 
ness to the way of life given birth in the world un­ 
der the Bill of Rights. 


Government, you may think, is the greatest dis­ 
tributor of largesse to the needy—the agency that 
keeps things going in rimes of stress. 
If you do think that, here are some figures that 
will startle you. 
From 1933 to 1938 government 
spent $13,000,000,000 for relief. And, in the same 
period of time the life insurance industry paid 
$ 16,000,000,000 to its clients. 
And a very large 
proportion of th a t money w ent to people who, 
without it, would have had to apply for relief or 
charity. 
Private enterprise still turns the nation’s econ-l 
omic wheels—in good times or bad.

Scales Tell Shrinkage Story 
Of Your Roast Meats 


«HjfORB roasted meat (or your 
J r l money” 1» the slogan of re- 
pearcb worker1' in meats who ad­ 
vocate low temperature roasting as 
the successful way to avoid expen­ 
sive losses in shrinkage. Today the 
housewife shonld be Just as wise 
In the ways of oven cookery for 
meats If she wishes to make her 
food dollars stretch and to provide 
better 
cooked, 
more 
nutritious 
meats for her family. 
Developments in the exact art of 
cookery are not sprung upon a wall­ 
ing world over night, nor are they 
adopted as quickly. Yet, any scep­ 
tic may be convinced about proper 
roasting by making her own tests 


—nslng the kitchen scales to weigh 
meat before and after it is roasted, 
both by the once customary high 
temperature method and by low 


temperatures of S50 degrees, of 300 
and 250. The scales will Indicate 
plainly there Is less loss at the 
lowest temperature given above. 


___ 
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Tests in home kitchens, where 
the modern gas range with Its fuel- 
saving low temperature oven bur­ 
ner offers accurate and evenly dis­ 
tributed oven heat at the desired 
degree, show that almost 20 per 
cent of the original weight of a 
roast la saved by the low tempera­ 
ture method. Further, the meat re­ 
tains its natural juices, Is more ten­ 
der and palatable. Some losses in 
drippings are to be expected, but 
these vary according to the cut of 
meat and its fat content. 
A meat thermometer Is advised 
for roasting since it is the correct 
guide to interior temperatures for 
rare beef, for medium and for well- 
done; for ham, veal, cured pork, 
lamb, and fresh pork. 


Builders Supply Dump 
Troubles Fire Dept. 
The large dum p just south of 
the Palm Springs Builders Supply 
Company seems to be giving the 
Fire departm ent a considerable 
am ount of trouble this summer. 
T he fire boys have been called 
to the Builders Supply five times 
during the last two weeks to ex­ 
tinguish the burning or sm oulder­ 
ing dump. The dum p also caught 
fire several times during this past 
w inter season. 
A large am ount of combustible 
m aterial has been dumped in the 
big depression over a period of 
years. 
This 
m aterial 
consists 
mostly of old tires, sawdust, pa­ 
pers, brush, scraps of lum ber and 
the like. One theory is that this 
m aterial becomes wet underneath 
and ignites by spontaneous com­ 
bustion. 
At any rate, ever so 
often the dum p starts smoking 
and bursts into flame, and then 
it is necessary to summon the 
fire departm ent to put out the 
fire. 
Some 
state 
that 
the 
dum p 
should be allowed to “burn out" 
thoroughly, which w ould probab­ 
ly v u t an end to the fire hazard 
there. However, fire departm ent 
authorities state the dum p would 
burn 
and 
smoke 
for 
several 
weeks, possibly for m onths, be­ 
fore all the com bustible m aterials 
would be completely consumed, 
and 
the 
foul-sm elling 
smoke 
would soon become a 
nuisance 
and a high wind m ight 
blow 
sparks into one of the nearby 
lum ber yards. 
Some of the sm ouldering m ate­ 
rial is actually below the surface 
of the ground, 
and 
yesterday 
smoke was coming up 
through 
large cracks in the earth behind 
Harold Sm ith's G arage and Floyd 
Bigley’s service station. The west 
end of the dump w as filled in a 
few years ago to afford space for 
the 
structure 
housing 
Harold 
Sm ith’s garage, and evidently old 
tires and other trash beneath the 
filled-in ground (w here it is diffi­ 
cult to reach them) a re sm oulder­ 
ing. 
This week the B uilders Supply 
decided to install a large hydrant 
near the dump so th a t w henever 
fire breaks out in th e pit, com­ 
pany employees can extinguish it 
w ithout the necessity of calling 
out the fire departm ent e v e r y 
time.

Consistent retail dem and in ev­ 
ery section of the country was 
reflected in sales reported t h i s 
week by W. F. H ufstader, Buick 
general sales m anager, George 
Roberson, Buick D ealer of Palm 
Springs, states.

Mr. and Mrs. F rank Thackery 
left Monday for Carlsbad, where 
they recently purchased a home. 
They plan to m ake their perm a­ 
nent home in the pleasant beach 
comm unity. 
Mr. Thackery, senior agricul­ 
tu rist for the U. S. Government, 
D epartm ent of A griculture, re­ 
tired May 30 after 48 years of 
service. For three years during 
th’e W orld War, however, the not­ 
ed agriculturist w as granted leave 
to grow w heat on Indian land for 
the governm ent. 
T he first tim e Mr. Thackery 
cam e to Indio w as in 1911 and 
m uch of his tim e since has been 
spent at th e U. S. E xperim ent sta­ 
tion near Indio. His family moved 
to Indio, D ecem ber 28, 1935. 
The retired governm ent 
man

period of governm ent service. He 
has been contacted by

m agazines for the articles, it is 
understood.

Mitchell, 
w arned 
this 
country 
several years ago, bu t we did not 
heed his w arning. He can’t be 
accused of being pro-G erm an. He 
is 100% pro-A m erica. 
We m ust have unity in this 
country. The m ajority in Con­ 
gress will decide our course, and 
the nation will abide by th eir de­ 
cision. No m atter how m uch we 
w rangle am ong ourselves and op­ 
pose some of them on issues in 
tim e of peace, no one has the 
right to doubt their patriotism , 
for they will do w hat they be­ 
lieve is the best for this country. 
For that reasop we should insist 
that Congress rem ain in session 
during the present critical pe­ 
riod. In the m eantim e, the advo­ 
cates of peace have the s a m e 
right to be heard as th e advocates 
of war. We believe Congress w el­ 
comes public expression, and for 
that reason w e publish th e fol­ 
lowing excerpt from L indbergh's 
Saturday night speech: 
"You men and w om en of A m er­ 
ica who believe that our destiny 
lies in building strength at home 
and not in w ar abroad—to you I 
say that we m ust act now to stop 
this trend tow ard war. An o rg an ­ 
ized m inority in this country is 
flooding our Congress and our 
press w ith propaganda for war. 
They are spending large sum s of 
money in advertisem ents. 
They 
are telegraphing, w riting 
a n d 
talking every hour of the day, 
pushing us closer and closer to 
the edge. Some are even now 
dem anding a declaration of war. 
"If you believe that w e should 
not enter a E uropean war, you 
must support those of us who 
oppose such action. 
W e cannot 
stop this trend alone. 
Some of 
your R epresentatives in W ashing­ 
ton are already considering a dec­ 
laration of w ar, bu t they a re re ­ 
sponsible to you for the action 
they take. Let them know how 
you feel about this. Speak to your 
friends and organize in your com ­ 
m unity. N othing bu t a determ ined 
effort on the p a rt of every one 
of us will prevent the disaster to ­ 
w ard w hich our nation is now 
heading." 
It is regrettable th at Senator 
Pittm an, chairm an of th e Senate 
Foreign Relations Com m ittee, has 
accused Lindbergh of spreading 
false political propaganda, b u l it 
is reassuring to the nation that 
the Senator augm ented his re ­ 
m arks w ith the following sta te­ 
m ent: "Let the people of t h e 
U nited Slates understand 
once 
and for all that there is no im m e­ 
diate danger of attack on this 
country, that th ere is futu re d a n ­ 
ger of H itler's involving 
t h i s 
country in a serious w ar, th at this 
country is able, and intends to 
m ake any preparation th at m ay 
be necessary to successfully d e­ 
fend this hem isphere against any 
invasion by H itler or by any 
other m ilitaristic conquerors." 
This new spaper has said 
on 
num erous occasions th at it is our 
duty to feed and clothe the w ar 
refugees and to give th e Allies 
all the w ar supplies we can spare, 
but that nothing w ould be gained 
by sending A m erican boys to die 
on foreign soil. A m erican hearts 
bleed for the unfortunate victim s 
of this war. but w e dare not have 
the sam e thing happen to A m er­ 
ica. T here is grave danger this 
m ight happen if w e sacrifice our 
m an power prem aturely.

wire brush, sand blasting or by 
pum ping a suspension of 
sand 
and w ater under high pressure 
against the tree trunks. 
The Indians report th at th eir 
“pum per” truck throw s a stream 
of w ater w ith so m uch force th a t 
throw ing this stream against the 
trunks of the trees takes off n ear­ 
ly a third of the charred m ate­ 
rial from the trunks. This they do 
as they w ater the trees, thus ac­ 
complishing two purposes at one 
time. 
Enlarge Springs 
Indian w orkm en are also trying 
to enlarge springs in th e canyon 
to increase the flow of w ater to 
the damaged trees. This also w ill 
help stim ulate th eir grow th. 
The Agua C aliente Indian tribe 
is holding back as m uch as pos­ 
sible in the work, hoping to get 
an appropriation from Congress 
to help them w ith the restoration 
of the canyon. As tribal income 
is very sm all during the sum m er 
m onths, the Indians would rath er 
not use tribal funds to any great 
extent for the purpose. 
The Mission Indian Agency has 
applied to Congress for such am 
appropriation.
